PROCEEDINGS OF ‘THE ORDINARY MEETING HELD ON 18TH JANUARY, 1956. 


Dr. W. J. Hatt, C.M.G., M.C., President, in the Chair.

Before the meeting formally opened the President said that Fellows would 
have heard with deep regret of the death of Professor P. A. Buxton in December. 
Professor Buxton was the immediate Past President of the Society and a member 
of the present Council. Fuller tribute would be paid to Professor Buxton’s 
great contribution to entomology and to his work for the Society at the next 
meeting. , :

The Secretary read for the second time the nominations for Officers and Council 
for 1956. 


Mr. D. A. Chant, Professor R. M. Gordon, Mr. M. B. Georgala, Mr. D. B. 
Lindsey, Mr. R. O. Rye and Dr. R. Warwick signed the Obligation Book and 
were admitted Fellows of the Society. 


Mr. J. Balfour-Browne showed a number of preparations of fragments of 
water-beetles from a deposit of the main Irish Sea Glaciation provisionally dated 
as + 30,000 years. This deposit is being studied from Birmingham University 
under the direction of. Professor Shotton. 


A remarkable feature of the insect population is that practically all the 
species present are still living in the same area under present-day conditions, only 
one species having been found, Colymbetes paykulli Erichson, which is no longer 
found in Britain. 


Mr. G. A. Brett exhibited a specimen of Ephestia kuhniella Zeller taken in 
the supper room during the Verrall Supper on the previous evening. 


Mr. R. L. E. Ford exhibited a homeotic specimen of Batesia hemichrysea 
from Timotu, E. Ecuador, which showed a patch of underside scales of the fore 
wing repeated on the upper side. ; 


Mr. E. C. Zimmerman showed, on behalf of Mr. Edward S. Ross, Curator of 
Insects, California Academy of Sciences, San Francisco, a series of coloured photo- 
graphs (Kodachrome slides) of Amazonian, insects, a notice of which appeared on 
page 46. He also demonstrated some equipment similar to that used in taking 
the pictures and replied to questions regarding its construction and use. 

In thanking Mr. Zimmerman for his particularly interesting paper, the 
President proposed that the Society’s thanks be conveyed to Mr. Ross for enabling 
the slides to be shown to Fellows and also their congratulations on the very high 
standard of technical excellence. 

This was carried unanimously.
